The Scottish Church crisis has reached 
an acute stage. The victorious minority 
have taken possession of the Free Church 
College at Edinburgh, of which Principal 
Rainy is the head. The “Wee Frees” 
had neither instructors nor students to 
man such an institution, but have patched 
up a faculty and opened with a total of 
eight students, of whom five were im- 
ported from Ireland. Meantime the col- 
lege authorities have been granted the 
privilege of conducting their classes in 
the buildings of the Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, a fact which speaks eloquently re- 
garding public sympathy with the defeat- 
ed but overwhelming majority. It is con- 
fidently expected that Parliament will 
take early steps to undo the intolerable 
wrong of the Law Lords’ decision.

Rev. Campbell Morgan, who was con- 
nected with the Northfield evangelistic 
work in several cities during the past 
three years, has returned to England to 
accept the pastorate of the Westminster 
Chapel, London. His inaugural occurred 
two weeks since. The work is one of 
great importance to the cause of Pres- 
byterianism in the English metropolis.

It appears that the church “rummage 
sales” have reached England. They are, 
however, known by a slightly different 
name—“jumble sales.” It is a satisfac- 
tion to note that this form of commer- 
cialism which was so popular two or 
three years ago, is losing its charm. It 
is a failure as a means of charity, a pro- 
moter of that type of financial evasion 
by which the church seeks to get non- 
church people to pay its bills, and most 
serious of all, the exposure and risks en- 
dured by the managers of the sales make 
the whole plan unprofitable and mis- 
taken. An English exchange tells a sto- 
ry that illustrates one of the features of 
these traffickings, the passion of the pur- 
chasers to take only the best, and to pay 
only the least for it. It says: “At the 
jumble sales which are now being held in 
connection with so many London church- 
es, the prices are often ridiculously low, 
but they are not low enough for some 
bargain hunters. A feature at a recent 
sale was the vicar’s discarded top-coat, 
marked 5s. A poor woman asked one 
of the sellers the price of it, and when 
this answer had been given, said con- 
temptuously, “Five shillings; I thought 
it was five pence!”

TEN YEARS AGO AND NOW 


A. Larrabee 





HE organization of Hyde Park 
Church by Prof. H. L. Willett; 
the opening of Douglas Park 


Mission by A. Larrabee, and the 
organization of the Auxiliary Union of 
the Christian Woman’s Board of Missions 
in the year 1894, followed by the employ- 
ment of Bro. E. W. Darst as city evan- 
gelist in 1895, marks the beginning of 
special organized work in Chicago. -At 
the above date (1894) there were eleven 
churches and missions, having a mem- 
bership of 2,100 or thereabouts. The 
“Oakley Avenue” and “Garfield Park” 
were united later, forming what is now 
known as the Monroe Street Church. 
And one (Ravenswood) has since been 
lost to us, so that of the churches ten 
years ago we now have nine, five of 
which then owned houses of worship, but 
all were heavily in debt. 

The report of our Board of City Mis- 
sions for the year 1894, by A. A. Devore, 
president, shows the total of receipts for 
Chicago missionary work to be $462.55, 
and of this amount $106.00 came from 
outside the city. The expenditures for 
that year were as follows: North Side 
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Church, $225.00; the Elsmere Mission, 
36.00, and general expenses, $122.00. 

In the ten years which follow, and 
growing out of the conditions heretofore 
existing, sixteen churches and four mis- 
sions have been organized, giving us at 
this time twenty-five churches, with a 
membership of 4,900, showing an average 
per congregation of nearly 200, which 
is relatively the same as that of 1894.

Nine of our Mission Churches belong- 


ing to the ten-year period, have pur- 
chased or built substantial houses of 
worship, ard with one exception, these 
carry but small indebtedness. This gives 


fourteen of the twenty-five congregations 
that own their houses for public survices. 

Three of our oldest churches have ac- 
quired new and valuable property quite 
recently, so that only two now continue 
in their holdings of ten years ago. 

In the annual report of the Chicago 
Missionary Society for 1904, we have the 
following statement: The sum total of 
collections for support of mission work 
was $5,112.85, and the amount of dis- 
bursements, $4,698.78. 

Nine churches received financial aid in 
the supplement of pastors’ salaries, and 
at five other missions small amounts 
were given toward expenses, aggregat- 
inig $3,155.75. Then we have for mis- 
sionary service, building aid and general 
expenses the sum of $1,543.00, leaving 
upwards of $400 in the treasury. 

It will be seen from this comparative 
view of our work in Chicago since 1894, 


that with the same ratio of increase for 
another ten years we would have in 
1914 fifty churches, with ten thousand 


membership and missionary funds ex- 


ceeding $40,000 a year.

Scripture when they are called for, and 
unite your petition with those of your 
brethren in sentence prayers. 

If a new man is assisting your pastor, 
cheer him on. He is your servant, for 
Christ’s sake. Receive him as a mes- 
senger of the Most High. Don’t find 
fault. Remember the workers never 
grumble and the grumblers never wor‘. 
One pastor divided his membership into 
workers, shirkers and jerkers. To 
which class will you belong during these 
meetings? When many pastors in Lon- 
don were saying, “God willing, we will 
have a great meeting,” Dr. Joseph Parker 
arose and in his inimitable way said, 
“Man willing we will have a great meet- 
ing.” 

Be courteous. Assist the strangers, 
welcome them, invite them to come 
again. See that they have a song book 
and a Bible, also a good comfortable 
place to sit, and one where they can see 
and hear the evangelist. Fill the build- 
ing with fresh air continually and be 
filled yourself with the Spirit of God.

EVANGELISM AMONG THE DISCIPLES 
P. J. Rice 

HE world needs the gospel. It 
Ke needs the vision of God which 

the gospel affords; it needs its 

teaching concerning righteous: 
ness; its rebuke of sin; its promise of 
pardon; its message of hope and joy; its 
rich and ample view of life. There never 
was a time when the demand for a 
strictly New Testament evangelism was 
greater than the present. People are 
weary of both ritual and dogma; they 
are hungering for the message which 
Jesus himself gave in word and in deed; 
for the simple and direct call to repent- 
ance and to righteousness which was 
voiced first and most emphatically by the 
Man of Nazareth; for the “abundant life” 
which acceptance of the gospel alone af- 
fords. 

There is little need in our day for the 
emphasis of doctrinal peculiarities.

tunity. Blessed indeed is that people 
who have what the world needs and 
wants. We ought, it seems to me. to 
eliminate from our preaching and espe- 
cially our evangelistic preaching, every- 
thing that looks in the direction of self- 
ish, denominational aggrandizement; 
everything that savors of pride or per- 
sonal or ecclesiastical advantage. Let 
us become a voice sounding out in clar- 
ion tones the message which has been 
given to us to declare. Let us preach 
“Our Plea” not as a plea, but as Christ’s 
plea; and, if changing conditions demand 
that new emphasis be iaid upon phases 
of the truth hitherto neglected, let us 
have the courage of our fathers who, 
in the face of the severest criticism, de 
clared what they conceived to be the 
“whole truth.” No people are freer to 
adapt their preaching to the demands of 
the hour than the Disciples. We are un- 
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have to leave very early in the morning; 
many have to take the street car to get 
to the church; many cannot easily fore- 
go other engagements; attractions of a 
dozen kinds invite them every night else- 
where. The church is but apt to be a 
social center in the city where the people 
are anxious to see each other. If the 
difficulties be greater, the efforts put 
forth should be correspondingly greater. 

The Disciples are growing rapidly in 
Chicago. We have thirty organizations, 
close to 56,000 members and contribute 
about $50,000 a year to Christian work. 


Chicago is accused of being “windy.” 
And it is whispered among brethren out- 
side of Chicago that we “pad” our re- 
ports. However that may be, it is the 
sincere wish of every preacher co-opera- 
ting to get substantial results from the 
campaign. The glitter and tinsel and 
mere publicity count for nothing. But 
if we will endeavor to truly confess Christ 
and take him as a Leader, infinitely much 
is accomplished. We want results of the 
right kind.

her Sunday school was placed on the 
same evening of an entertainment at her 
father’s and mother’s club. When asked 
why she wanted to go to the club she 
replied, “They have things so much nicer 
there.” And they have and will con- 
tinue to have until churches get together. 
Divided Protestantism can neither com- 
pete in the cities with the Roman Cath- 
olic church nor with the clubs. It in- 
vites the young to have their pleasures 
outside of Christian influence. More than 
the country the city needs to hear an 
intelligent plea for the union of the 
forces of Christendom. 

There are perhaps somewhere between 
4,000 and 10,000 people in Chicago who 
were formerly members of the Christian 
church who are not now identified with 
our churches. The writer recently gave 
a few names of this class to an experi- 
enced worker, saying, “I wish you would 


eall on these.” She replied, “I would 
rather call on some never identified with 
us.” Indeed, there is some sense in 


which the inspired words, “It is impos- 
sible to renew them,” are applicable -to 
our time. We bid them God-speed who 
have sincerely left us; but for them who 
have become entangled by the sin of a 
great city, we lament but will continue 
to hope for their return. 

The greatest obstacle to the campaign 
will not be sin in its flagrant form, but 
the sin of indifference, respectable sin 
if you please. If we can chase it out of 
our churches every form of sin will flee 
before the proclamation of the Gospel. 

The mest difficult problem in connec- 
tion with a revival meeting in a city is 
to get a hearing. Try every good meth- 


od. Cards and papers and window post- 
ers, pictures, calling, house-to-house visit- 
ing, announcements of subjects and spe- 
cial features may all be used, but the 
most effective plan will be found to be 
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personal work, well organized, among the 
members. 

This campaign to save human life, to 
save the Divine in the human, is one 
in which not Chicago alone is interested. 
Every day from all parts of the country 
1,200 trains are bringing young, hopeful 
life here to battle for a place in the 
world. Many go down morally in the 
fight. The church is a support. The 
voice of the preacher in this campaign 
will be heard by the son from Kansas, 
Idaho, Ohio or Mississippi and because 
of it he will become fixed in his re- 
ligious life. And far away there will be 
rejoicing in his boyhood home. The cam- 
paign concerns the whole brotherhood— 
the whole country.

Chapter 2.—"A Saviour Who ts Christ, the 
Lord.”’ 


HE birth of Jesus came, indeed 





at the very “fullness of time.” 
It was at a turning point of his- 
tory The energies of many an- 
client empires had spent them- 
selves; Greece had exchanged her spear and 
helmet for the merchant's staff and the robe 
f the scholar Rome's lust for conquest 
had been sated, so that her ambition could 
be roused by the thought of wisely adminis- 
tering the world she had subdued Wher- 
ever conditions made clemency possible her 
dependencies were allowed large freedom of 
life The mighty emperor, Augustus, was 


too firmly seated on his throne to be suspi- 
cious in petty ways 
Thus the Palestine of the days of Jesus 


was singularly well fitted to be the start- 
ing point of a world movement To that 
world, us Smith so well remarks, “its every 


port. on sea or desert, was, at that time, 
on open gateway." The Jewish people had 
become a spiritually intelligent and respon- 
sive working unit, capable of producing 
those who under proper leadership were 
ready to do heroic and holy deeds, and able 
to comprehend, explain and proclaim Divine 
ideals of life While Judaism made a little, 
self-satisfied world of its own, it was also 
in immediate contact with the world with- 


out. Jerusalem was a true world-center 
to which Jews from all nations came on pil- 
gTimage Many of her citizens were mer- 


chant princes who had connections with dis- 
tant lands. Moreover Herod the Great, who 
sat on the throne when Jesus was born, was 
an alien by blood, a sworn vassal of Rome 
and a devotee of Hellenic culture. He made 
welcome to his realm the clever, the re- 
sourceful, the enterprising and the artistic 
of every nationality Soldiers. merchants 
travelers, scholars, even immigrants of an- 
other race were no unusual sight in his 
kingdom No country in the world could 
have served so well as the scene of the Mes- 
siah's rapidly unfolding ministry. 

The very reason which Luke gives for the 
birth of Jesus in the city of Bethlehem ex- 
hibits the freedom which Augustus per- 
mitted to a nation which oveyed his will. 
By a decree he called for a general census 
No doubt the enrollment was distasteful to 
his Jewish subjects He insisted on the 
measure, but allowed it to be executed in a 
distinctively Jewish way. As far as possible 
each Jew was registered at his ancestral 
home It was not essential that Mary 
should go to Bethlehem, but her natural de- 
sire that her son should be recognized as of 
David's line was perhaps sufficient to ac- 
count for her presence 

That Jesus was of David's descent does not 
seem to have been disputed in His genera- 
tion His spiritual heirship was, however 
of greater moment to the open-minded Jews 
than that He was David's son in the flesh 
His personality rather than His pedigree 
must have determined men's convictions 
They saw that He fulfilled the Messianic 
ideal and hailed Him as David's son. To 
show that His descent could be regularly 
traced from David in more than one way 
was an afterthought. 

In the beautiful stories gathering around 
the birth of Jesus the first and third Gos- 
pels enable us to realize tn part the home 
that welcomed Him. Its central figure is

His His mother, Mary Through all the 
stages of wonder, shrinking, submission to 
the will of God, comprehension of the ex- 
alted privilege conferred upon her, exultant 
gratitude, deliberate adjustment for the fu- 
ture, meditative devotion to her Child and a 
touch of awe regarding His destiny, the nar- 
ratives convey an impression of a strong and 
deep yet womanly nature Gentle, trustful 
and pure, she was also resolute, thoughtful 
and self-controlled, able to wait on God's 
own time. 

Joseph stands more in the background, 
but not from lack of individuality. Under 
the keenest of trials he remained generous, 
considerate and honorable, made fully aware 
of the duty laid upon him by God, he was 
heroically ready. He was worthy to become 
the guardian of the Holy Child. 

There is a note of exultant joy in the 
matchless story of the birth which has been 
sounding ever since that blessed night. Many 
there were beside the shepherds who had 
been awaiting with ill-concealed eagerness 
the gracious visitation of God for the con- 
solation of Israel An earthly as well as 
a heavenly host was ready to hail the ad- 
vent of a Prince of Peace, through whom 
God's good pleasure would become manifest 
to men 

What each gospel seeks to make clear is 
that a great spiritual event took place that 
night of supreme significance for humanity. 

It was not merely Jesus the man who 
was born, but Jesus the Saviour of men, He 
who was “of the seed of David according to 
the flesh,”"” but was also “the Son of God 
with power according to the spirit of holi- 
ness The fourth Gospel in its elaborate 
prologue makes this no clearer than the oth- 
ers He was the living revelation of God 
because He was the only begotten of the 
Father, heralded by Divine messengers ana 
guarded by heavenly hosts. 


The conviction of the men and women 
of to-day that Jesus was more than a hu- 
man being like ourselves rests, like that of 
the first generation of Christians, on the 
gradual unfolding of His divinity through 
His life. Neither Jesus Himself nor His op- 
ponents nor His apostles laid any stress 
upon the facts of His birth. The apostles 
preached about His death and resurrection 
and then narrated the achievements of His 
active life. These were the proofs which 
appealed to the hearts of men and insured 
their allegiance to Jesus as their Lord. 

One who thoughtfully studies the life of 
Jesus must take into account at the very 
outset His divine nature. It is the clue 
which explains the mystery of His personalli- 
ty and His power. Without these stories of 
the Divine watcnfulness at His birth the 
record would seem incomplete. The leaders 
of the early church took the divinity of 
Jesus for granted. Nowhere do we find the 
significance of it more adequately stated 
than by the apostle Paul, in the sixties, 
while he was in prison at Rome. In Colos- 
sians, Ephesians and Philippians he declares 
in words which have satisfied the hearts of 
devoted men and women of every age the 
supremacy, redemptive power and sacrificial 
love of Christ. 

The significance of the fact that Jesus 
was the Son of God, sent into the world for 
its redemption, is very great. God was 
first fully understood through His Son. His 
life brought the Divine nature within man’s 
reach. It has made religion a life of active 
co-operation with God. Bur the thought 
that Jesus was more than a human per- 
sonality goes deeper. He becomes a Saviour 
who invites our confidence and our allegi- 
ance because He is divine and through Him 
we have contact with a complete experience 
and with a perfect expression of it in forms 
of life.

The Making of a Christian—His Birth. 
Topic Jan. 8, John 3:1-8. 

On the threshold of the new year it is 
well to study such a theme as the making 
of a Christian, especially his birth. Just at 
this time many are being born into the 
kingdom, and, if to be well born is half the 
battle, then is it important that we have in- 
telligent understanding of the new birth. 

There is much of mysticism in the world, 
even in this twentieth century. Multitudes 
are groping in the gloom of spiritual dark- 
ness, doubting despairing—doing nothing, 
the end of which is indifference and death 
to all spiritual aspiration 

> > 


Let it be freely granted that there is 
something of mystery in the beginning of 
life—in all life The language of Christ to 
Nicodemus is such that many wise have 
made it still more mysterious by trying to 
explain it It seems almost presumptuous 
to try to explain what many of the learned 
have simply confused by their show of 
wisdom So I shall simply suggest what 
seems to be the Saviour’s meaning in the 
light of His own teaching and that of the 
apostles 

The Need of the New Birth. 

“Ye must be born anew.” “Except a man 

be born anew he cannot see the kingdom of 


heaven.” “Except a man be born of water 
and the spirit, he cannu: enter into the 
kingdom of God.” ‘That which is born of 


the flesh is flesh; and that which is born of 
the spirit is spirit." We have in this the 
emphasis of the need of the new birth and 
the statement of the process of the new 
birth It is a spiritual oirth—but how? 
‘The wind bloweth (or “‘the spirit breath- 
eth’’—margin) where it listeth (or pleaseth) 
and thou hearest the sound (or voice) 
thereof, but knowest not whence it cometh 
or whither it goeth. So is every one that is 
born of the Spirit.” 

Now if we stop reading with the eighth 
verse (and there is where our lesson stops) 
it is all as mysterious as the wind. Witb 
Nicodemus in the next verse we can only 
question, “How can these things be?’ And 
the Master's answer to this question is the 


answer to the problem of the new birth: 
“Whosoever believeth may in Him have 
eternal life. For God so loved the world that 
He gave his only begotten son that whoso- 
ever believeth in Him should not perish but 
have eternal life.”” If the one who believes 
in Christ as the Son of God has eternal life, 
there must be the birth of the Spirit in- 
volved in that belief. And that is just what 
we are told in so many words in I. John, 
5.1: “Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the 
Christ is born of God." Of course, whoso- 
ever is begotten or born of God is born of 
the Spirit. Therefore to believe with all the 
heart that Jesus is the Christ the Son of 
God tis to be born of the Spirit. Jesus taught 
it, and John, who wrote the Gospel which 
contains the Master’s words, wrote also the 
letter as a commentary on the Gospel of the 
new birth 
The Process of the New Birth. 

What, then, is the Scriptural process? 
“Except a man be born of water and the 
Spirit he can not enter into the kingdom 
of God.”" In the great commission of Christ 
for the salvation of the world He says: “He 
that believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved." Now if a man believes and is 
baptized and is saved he surely must be in 
the kingdom. If saved and in the kingdom, 
he must have been born of water and the 
Spirit, therefore it follows that he that real- 
ly and truly believes with all his heart that 
Jesus is the Christ the Son of God and is 
baptized in His name, is porn of water and 
of the Spirit. This is the simple logic of the 
new birth. It is Scriptural, su..cient, reason- 
able. All can understand it. Dear young peo- 
ple, I do want you to get this simple, Scrip- 
tural understanding of the beginning of the 
Christian life. To fully believe that Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God is to be born or 
begotten from above—born of the Spirit. To 
be baptized is to enter fully into His king- 
dom. vO, I entreat you all to believe in Him 
and obey Him!

among its friends and leaders In wicked- 
ness some of them have been rivals of Nerv 
But even in the darkest hour there have 
been witnesses to the truth. The message of 
love was never wholly lost from the Church. 
Its heroes are a vast multitude whom no 
man can number. The blessings that have 
come to the world through the Church are 
innumerable. Let us therefore thank God 
for this holy institution and for the devout 
and courageous souls thar nave been its 
glory And let us not forget the humble 
ones in our own congregation to whom we 
jook for the best expression of the Master's 
teaching. 
Power. 

There is one thing about the Church of 
the Middle Ages which we are compelled to 
admire, and that is its power. It spoke 
and men gave heed, kings and and emperors 
bowed before its authority It seems that 
some of our churches are begging for the 
privilege of living. The feeling toward them 
is somewhat akin to that which men have 
toward the beggar in the street; they do not 
consider it proper to let him starve to death, 
but they see no common good which he 
may serve. And so with some churches. 
The people do not intend to let them die, 
but they are not looking to them for any 
social service of importance. Now the 
Church should speak with authority to-day. 
It is not Christian humility to be glad 
when it is a thing set at naught by the 
world, for then evil flourishes unashamed. 

The True Authority. 

The Church cannot regain power by an 
appeal to worn out creeds and mediaeval es- 
¢clesiastical precedents. Spiritual power is 
the demand of the age. Men's consciences 
must be reached. They must be shown the 
possibilities cf human souls. Men of vision 
and courage must arise to lead the Church 
and the members must give loyal support to 
those who speak the truth. We have many 
such leaders and members Let us not be 
pessimists. But this is no time to be con- 


tent with what we are doing. There re- 
mains much to be done Let us pray that 
mo community may be without a congrega- 
tion of believers who see clearly the duty 
Jaid upon them as disciples of Christ—and 
who have the courage to bear witnesses to 
the truth 


Be Merciful to Your Beast. 

Hardly any class of animals suffer so 
much from ignorance, carelessness and 
cruelty on the part of drivers as the 
horse. Many of the people who hire 
horses know nothing about driving or 
caring for them; many others, since they 
do not own the horse, care nothing about 
any injury to him provided they do not 
thave to pay for it, and still another class 
takes pleasure in driving him at the top 
of his speed as long as he can go, re- 
gardless of his distress. Then there are 
the drunken drivers, reckless of every- 
thing, the drivers who want to race with 
everybody who comes along, and the peo- 
ple out for a “good time,” and whose 


idea is to “let’er go.” There are the peo- 
ple who overdrive, who do not water, 
who water when the horse is overheated, 
who do not blanket, and others who com- 
mit all remaining kinds of offenses 
against horseflesh—the one idea being 
that since the horse is not their own it 
doesn’t make much difference. 

The only remedy is to educate public 
opinion up to the point where people will 
treat horses well for the horses’ sakes, 
and see to it that others do so also.

What a Woman Did. 

Mr. Editor: As I was riding in the cars 
last week I formed the acquaintance of 
a venerable lady who sat behind me. She 
was earnest in her defense of dumb ani- 
mals, and in praise of your society. She 
gave me a bit of her experience, which 
I descire to tell you in her language, as 
far as my memory serves: 

“We were going from A. to 8. one day.

I stepped from 
my carriage and went at once to his 
horse’s head, which I loosed from the 
vile check. He dropped his head, and, 
as if he knew I was his friend, he turned 
his face towards me for a good look.

A New Game.

Ghe BIBLE SCHOOL 


Lesson |. January 1. 
CHRIST, THE LIFE AND LIGHT OF 
MEN. 

John 1:1-18, 

This lesson includes the whole pro- 
logue to the gospel. And this writer be- 
gins his story of the Christ not with ac- 
counts of miraculous birth or of uncom- 
mon events in the outward course of his- 
tory, but with an eternal principle which 
subsists at the heart of things and which 
forms the unifying influence of the whole 
universe, which becomes embodied in the 
person of Jesus. From the very begin- 
ning of creation a divine plan and pur- 
pose are manifest. In accordance with 
this plan, life springs forth. But life is 
simply conformity to the divine plan. 
This eternal spirit of harmony with God 
is the unquenchabie principle which has 
always been the light of men, and the 
darkness has never been able to over- 
power it. This spirit of life, always at 
work in the world, ceases not to come 
to His own, though His own often re- 
fuse to receive Him. But to all who do 
receive Him, the right to become chil- 
dren of God has always been given. And 
this is not an earth-born instinct, but is 











the manifestation of the presence of God 
himself. 

But (and this is the marvel), in spite 
of all the failures of men, the contempo- 
raries of Jesus actually saw this eternal 
principle, this word, fully embodied in 
human form. And from that day to this, 
man has not only this internal motion to- 
ward God, but he has the historic God- 
Man for his light and life. 

The remainder of the gospel is a dem- 
onstration of this last fact. 





Lesson II. January 8. 


THE WITNESS OF JOHN THE BAP- 
TIST TO JESUS. 
John 1:18-34, 

1. John the Baptist did not assume 
to himself any titles. He did a divine 
work and allowed others to find him a 
title. Nobility of soul manifests itself 
strongly in the Baptist. Though all his 
countrymen were flocking to his preach- 
ing, he did not become carried away with 
a false enthusiasm nor with a false esti- 
mate of his own worth. And it was this 
man forsaken by the multitudes, most 
unjustly accused and imprisoned, seeing 
his own career about to end in failures, 
and often doubting about the Messiahship 
of Jesus, who yet said, “He must in- 
crease, while I must decrease: thus my 
joy therefore is fulfilled.” No wonder 
Jesus said of John: “There hath not a 
greater man been born.” 

2. John the Baptist represents a 
striking characteristic of life. Some one 
must do the pioneer work. Some one 
must dig deeply in dirt and mud to 
place the foundations firmly. Some one 
must clear away the debris of worn-out 
systems. These toilers are often unrec- 
ognized by the world. Some one coming 
afterward—the master of the house—en- 
joys the fruits of their tou. “Others have 
labored, and we have entered into their 
labors.” The parent thus labors for the 
child, the reformer thus labors for his 
community, the critic thus prepares the 
way for the master builder. It is not the 
world’s praise that counts, but the con- 
sciousness of God’s approval. 

3. How happy for us if we are able 
to discern God’s spirit of approval rest- 
ing upon that for which we have been 
preparing the way. All the sacrifice of 
parents are richly rewarded in the splen- 
did manhood of the son and the noble 
womanhood of the daughter. A purified 
community is achievement enough for 
the reformer. A new era of righteous- 
nes& and enlightenment fills the true 
critic’s soul with gratitude. 





Lesson Ill. January 15. 
JESUS WINS HIS FIRST DISCIPLES. 
John 1:35-51. 

1. “Come, and you shall see.” This 
is the only reply that Jesus can give to 
our inquiries. We enter into elaborate 
arguments about his nature his divinity, 
but Jesus says, “Come, and you shall 
see.” In our wordliness we cannot com- 
prehend the realm of life in which Jesus 
lives: he simply says to our inquiry, 
“Come, and you shal! see.” 

And it will be noticed that Philip says 
to Nathaniel, who takes up the proverb 
against. Nazareth, “Come and _ see.” 
There is no other answer the Christian 
can make. Religion is not demonstrable 
by logic, but by life. 

2. Jesus wins his disciples through 
others. John recognizes his character 
and bears testimony. An afternoon spent 
with Jesus sends Andrew forth to seek 
his own brother and to tell him that they 


had found the Messiah. Philip cannot 
keep still and goes to find Nathaniel. 
The propagation of Christianity has al- 
ways been through the brotherhood of 
Andrew and Philip. It is not always nec- 
essary for us “to speak in meeting,” but 
if we have been very close to the Christ 
we cannot fail to bear our testimony. 

3. How Jesus reads the character of 
his disciples! In accepting Him as our 
Master, we must be’ prepared to face 


* squarely our own natures. He may call 


Cephas or Boanerges. He will see us 
when we think we are alone. What we 
need more than all else is to be brought 
face to face with ourselves, to have our 
wrong tendencies clearly pointed out, to 
have our good qualities encouraged. But 
even though the Master knows us as we 
are, we yet feel that he has a right to 
this knowledge. He came not to torment 
us, but to redeem us; not to accuse us, 
but to win us away from the false life. 

Lesson IV. January 22. 

THE FIRST MIRACLE IN CANA. 
John 2: 1-11. 

1. Jesus and Domestic Life.-—Though 
himself not a householder, the Master 
has done more to build up the home than 
all other influences. He contributes all he 
can to the joy of this wedding feast. 
He accepts many invitations to enjoy the 
hospitality of home life. His retreat to 
the home of Bethany is one of the most 
touching incidents of his life. Indeed, 
the company of his disciples were held 
together by the spirit of the family: “and 
looking around upon his disciples, he 
said, Behold, my mother and sister and 
brother.” It is not wonaerful, therefore, 
that the effect of Christianity upon the 
institutional life of the world has been 
most marked in the home? (See Pea- 
body’s “Jesus Christ and the Social Ques- 
tion.”’) 

2. The Mother of Jesus.—We actually 
know all too little about the mother of 
Jesus. Here she seems to have the ut- 
most confidence in his gifts. At another 
time she seems to have thought him be- 
side himself. But she was with him at 
the cross! 

What mother does not appreciate every 
superior gift of her own boy! But how 
hard it is always to follow him into the 
new life and the divine work of his own 
generation. Yet if the cross is appoint- 
ed him, she will never forsake him. 

3. The Beginning of Signs.—-What a 
difference in the purpose of Jesus in 
working miracles from that of other won- 
der-workers. With him they are signs, not 
mere marvels. And he values them only 
for their significance. They were signs 
to his immediate disciples. But it is be- 
cause he rested the authority of his 
teachings upon:their innerent truth that 
his religion stands only the more firmly 
by reason of the conclusions of modern 
science. And so the strange phenomenon 
has come about that, instead of the 


“miraculous being the support of Chris- 


tianity, it is a characteristic which to- 
day is most difficult of explanation.

Galesburg, Ill., Dec. 6, 1904. 

Since beginning my pastorate at Knox- 
ville, Oct. 23, ‘04, I did the preaching in 
a union meeting at the Brush Creek 
school house (which is the place where 
I formerly attended school and later 
taught), under the auspices of Bro. A 
W. Snyder, the county S. S. missionary. 
This meeting resulted in forty-two com- 
ing forward, two reclaimed and forty to 
begin the Christian life.

MINIMIZING THE MIRACLES. 

Dear Christian Century—In an article 
in your issue of November 24th Brother 
J. S. Hughes seeks to minimize the mir- 
acles of Jesus in order to exalt what he 
calls “présent miracles.” If his conten- 
tion were an important one his method is 
entirely illogical and irrelavent. Noth- 
ing is gained by tearing down yonder to 
build up here. Let the ancient miracles 
stand; they will not hurt the “present 
miracles,” if we should indeed hit upon 
such. 

The most serious objection, however, 
to the article in question is the assump- 
tion that the Gospel of John itself mini- 
mizes the miracles which it records. 
Take this sweeping and baseless asser- 
tion: “Much has been said about the 
power in miracles of Jesus and many re- 
gard them as the highest evidence of his 
divine mission to save. But the gospel 
of John places a very different estimate 
upon them, for there is attached to near- 
ly every one he records a distinct depre- 
ciation of one kind or another, and to 
his last and highest wonder—his own 
resurrection from the dead—he pro- 
nounces the greatest and most sweeping 
disparagement when he said to Thomas, 
‘Because thou hast seen me thou hast 
believed. Blessed are they that have not 
seen me and yet have believed.’” Spite 
of the writer’s lame English one can per- 
haps get his meaning. He seems lost as 
to the subject of his sentence between 
John and Jesus, but at any rate it is not 
true that either of them disparages the 
recorded miracles. On the contrary, the 
first miracle recorded by John has the 
apostle’s appreciatory comment, as fol- 
lows: “This beginning of miracles did 
Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and manifested 
forth his glory; and his disciples be- 
lieved on him.” The Savior’s benediction 
upon Thomas, quoted above, is not a “dis- 
paragement” if the miracle of the resur- 
rection. It was the presence of the risen 
Savior himself, and the fact, therefore, 
of the resurrection that had convinced 
Thomas, and Jesus never disparaged any- 
thing that led to faith, much less his own 
climacteric miracles. In the largeness 
of his love he simply extends his bene- 
diction to such as, not having seen, be- 
lieve. The passage immediately follow- 
ing this benediction, namely, John 20:30 
to 31, is in direct opposition to the asser- 
tion of Bro. Hughes: “And many other 
signs truly did Jesus in the presence of 
his disciples, which are not written in 
this book; but these are written that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God; and that believing, ye 
might have life in his name.” 

There is a good deal more that is ob- 
jectionable in the heterogenious article 
under criticism, but I refrain from fur- 
ther specifications except one. The last 
sentence in it seems to insinuate that 
Jesus never wrought some of the mir- 
acles that the gospel writers say he did. 
To quote it is sufficient. “He (God) is 
working a great spiritual miracle before 
our very eyes, mightier a thousand fold 
than any he is said to have wrought in 
the New Testament.” But the writer’s 
style is so loose that we cannot positive- 
ly charge him with the insinuation which 
his words contain. It is charitable not 
to do so. I am personally sorry that the 
writer’s very doubtful interpretation of 
the book of Revelation leads him to a 
depreciation of other portions of the New 
Testament writings.

workers in this line of activity. This is 
no doubt true, and it might also be added 
that already federation has taken place 
for the accomplishment of special pur- 
poses. The Sunday School Association, 
the Christian Endeavor Union, the Anti- 
Saloon League, are all forms of church 
federation for the accomplishment of 
specific work. The Ohio Federation 
movement is federation for the sake of 
federation as well as for the accomplish- 
ment of definite reforms. 

Dr. W. O. Thompson of the Ohio State 
University is president, and no name car- 
ries more weight among Christian peo- 
ple in the state than his.

The writer has held meetings in the 
last few months at Arapaho, Weatherford 
and Ponca City, Okla. Ter. He found 
some very faithful and earnest workers 
in that new country. Quite a large num- 
ber came with us to help advance the 
plea we are making for the uniting of 
the people of God upon the one divine 
platform God is with His truth and 
always blesses the church that faithfully 
and lovingly contends for the faith once 
for all delivered to the saints. 

At Arapaho we made our home with 
Brother and Sister Lee Wells, who are 
among the leading workers in the church 
there and in the territory.

The president of the Ger- 
man National Bank came into the church 
during the meeting. He had formerly 
been identified with the Baptists. There 
is no reason why all the Baptists aud 
Disciples should not be one.

PROF. WILLET M. HAYES. 
A Former Drake Student. 
By A. M. Haggard. 

President Roosevelt has just appointed 
this man as assistant secretary of agri- 
culture, which means, in all probability, 
that he will some day take the place of 


~ his chief. While the school at Ames 


graduated him and just now is the only 
school mentioned in the papers in con- 
nection with his name, Drake University 
and its supporters own a majority of 
stock in him. We therefore authorize 
our friends to take their share of the 
good things concerning him now appear- 
ing in the press from ocean to ocean. 

He is one of the world’s little band of 
experts upon agronomy and kindred sci- 
entific lines. He has traveled in the old 
world and was written up in the London 
magazines several years ago. While Dr. 
I. N. MeCash was in London he was 
cheered and gladdened by a long article 
praising this scientific expert—his own 
personal friend and brother in Christian 
work. A few years since Mr. Hayes was 
invited to Australia to establiish an ag- 
ricultural station. He declined, although 
the salary was $10,000. 

Mr. Hayes is a young man, perhaps 45. 
He is another Garfield. Not only in 
bodily appearance does he remind one 
of Garfield, but also as a close, careful, 
profound thinker and as a warm-hearted 
lover of home and mankind. Moreover 
he is a disciple of Christ not at all sec- 
ond to Garfield. He is at present a mem- 
ber of the Portland Avenue Church of 
Christ, Minneapolis, Minn. C. L. Hayes 
of Eldora, Iowa, an attorney-at-law and 
one of the almuni of Drake, is his broth- 
er. His mother lives also in Eldora not 
far from the place of his birth. The as- 
sistant secretary of agriculture was a 
student in Drake the first year of its ex- 
istence. Before that he was one year in 
Oskaloosa College. He was in the classes 
of our own Prof. Sheppard and at Oska- 
loosa was a class-mate of Dean and Mrs. 
Haggard.

They ac- 
knowledge the divine sanction given to 
the works of him who preaches the new 
gospel. And yet how strangely they fail 
to comprehend the message itself! Such 
a man was Nicodemus. Jesus instantly 
recognizes his nature and startles him 
with the suggestion that he will have 
to be born anew to even be able to see 
the kingdom—to recognize its true char- 
acter. Many men very tolerant toward 
modern scholarship are yet living in the 
ideals of a bygone age because they have 
not the point of view which enables them 
to readjust their conception of God and 
of life. 

2. Spiritual Rebirth.—lIt is a divine or- 
der in nature that the old generation is 
succeeded by the new. Likewise, the 
child must be succeeded by the youth, 
the youth by the man. This movement 
upward comes thus through a succession 
of new births. As biology teaches us 
that the individual typifies in his growth 
the various stages of the upward move- 
ment of the race, so here the race sug- 
gests the stages of growth necessary to 
the highest development of the individ- 
ual. Progress depends upon a continuous 
rebirth—a continuous movement out in- 
to the fuller manifestation of spiritual 
life and spiritual appreciation. 

Let us never suppose that we have 
reached the final statement of truth. 
Here is the fatal error of the dogmatist. 
The chief value of a statement of truth 
is that it gives one the vantage ground 
upon which to stand while reaching up to 
a still better statement. Here is suggest- 
ed the advantage and the disadvantage 
of a creed or statement of beliefs. In so 
far as they help to new light they are 
useful. In so far as they bind us to 
themselves they are to be discarded.
